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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The proposed amendment to claim 14 to recite the limitation of "passing the second ends of the tissue securing 
elements through the first hollow tissue structure and through the plurality of openings of the hub" changes the scope of the claimed 
invention and would require further consideration. Note that claim 14 did not fully incorporate all the limitations of claim 18. Furthermore, 
the proposed amendment also changes the scope of the claimed invention for the remaining dependent claims of claim 14. 

The proposed amendment to claim 37 to incorporate the limitations of claims 14 and 36 also changes the scope of the claimed invention for 
claim 38 since the limitation of claim 38 was not previously considered in combination with the limitations of claim 37. It is also noted that 
the incorporation did not include all the limitations as previously recited in claim 14. The same reasoning applies to claim 40. 
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
